2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same.

Draft of Articles to be Included in the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting on March 9, 1965 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 


A. To omit Article III, Section C and insert in lieu of it the 
following Section C of Article III: 


1. Except as provided in Paragraph 4 of this Section, the re- 
moval of clay ,sod, loam, sand, gravel, and stone may be per- 
mitted, but, only subject to the issuance of a permit by the 
Board of Selectmen and subject to the following provisions: 
a. The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing on 
the application for a permit. 
b. The Property Owner shall file with the Board of Select- 
men with the application an adequate plan showing exist- 
ing topography, proposed depths of cut, and final topog- 
raphy. 


c. In the event that a permit is granted, the Property 
Owner may be required to post a performance bond, in a 
penal sum determined by the Board of Selectmen, to insure 
that the premises be left in sightly condition and be pro- 
tected against erosion. 


d. No permit shall be issued for a period of more than two 
years after which period the Board of Selectmen may, after 
a Public Hearing, renew the permit for successive periods 
of not more than two years providing that all conditions 
of the first permit have been met. 


2. In evaluating applications, the Board of Selectmen shall be 
governed by the following considerations: 


a. Proof that suitable material is available in the area in 
which removal is proposed. 


b. Removal of clay, sod, loam, sand, gravel, or stone will not 
be detrimental to neighboring properties. 


c. The effect of trucking into and from the area and re- 
sultant dust conditions on highways and roads. 


d. The elevation of the bottom of the proposed excavation 
with respect to existing road grades and surrounding ter- 
rain. 


e. Future drainage in the general area in which the re- 
moval is proposed. 
f. Set-back from existing roads. 


1965 TOWN WARRANT 


3. In the event of denial of an application for permit, the 
Board of Selectmen shall give their reasons for denial to the 
applicant in writing. 


4. Removal of clay, sod, loam, sand, gravel, and stone for the 
purposes of or in connection with the construction of a build- 
ing for which a building permit has been issued, or for grad- 
ing on the same site with the material removed, shall not re- 
quire a permit under this Section. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 


held June 10, 1959 as follows: 


A. To omit Article III, Section E and insert in lieu of it the 
following Section E of Article III: 

Property Owners shall be permitted te erect signs on their 
premises subject to the following provisions: 


1. Residential-Agricultural District 


a. No more than two identification signs, not larger than 
six square feet each, indicating the name and profession 
and/or occupation of the Property Owner are permitted. 
If lighted, these signs shall be illuminated with white light 
by indirect methods only. 


b. Unlighted signs, not larger than forty square feet each, 
offering premises for sale or lease may be erected on the 
same premises. 


ec. One unlighted sign of a tradesman, not larger than six 
square feet, erected during the period such person is per- 
forming work on the premises on which such sign is erected 
is permitted. 


d. All signs, or any portion thereof, shall be set back at 
least. ten feet from any property line. 
2. Commercial District 


a. Only signs which identify a business or advertise ser- 
vices and commodities available on the premises are per- 
mitted. 





b. Signs may not be positioned so as to obstruct, or be a 
hazard to traffic on a highway or traffic entering or leav- 
ing the premises. 


ec. Spotlights and floodlights in conjunction with signs 
which produce glare are not permitted. 


d. A special permit must be obtained from the Board of 
Selectmen for any sign having an area in excess of forty 
square feet. 


e. All signs, or any portion thereof, shall not be erected at 
a height more than 30 feet, above the ground. 


f. Signs permitted in the Residential-Agricultural District 
also permitted in the Commercial District. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 


A. To omit Article ITI, Section F, Paragraph 4 and insert in 
lieu of it the following Section G of Article III: 

No building or land shall hereafter be used and no building 
or part thereof shall be erected, moved, or altered except in con- 
formity with the provisions of this Ordinance. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 

By adding after Article IV, Section E, the following new Sec- 
tions F, G, and H to read as follows: 

F. Single-family, two-family, and three-family residences in- 
cluding accessory buildings and buildings for agricultural 
purposes are permitted in this District. 

G. Convalescent and nursing homes comprising not more than 
twenty habitable rooms, Churches, Schools, playgrounds, 
parks, golf courses, and tennis courts are permitted in this 
District. 


H. Adequate off-street parking facilities, subject to the ap- 
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proval of the Board of Selectmen, must, be provided for all 
uses permitted in this District. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the ae Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 

To amend Article IVA, Section B by omitting after the words 

“Lodging houses” the words “apartment houses” so that Article 

IVA, Sections B as amended shall read: “Lodging houses, hotels, 

motels, including such retail businesses within these permitted 

buildings as are conducted for the convenience of residents and 
guests.” 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 

To amend Article IX, Section A by omitting the sentence ‘Per- 

mits may be renewed by the Board of Adjustment for succes- 

sive periods of not more than one year each” so that Article 

IX, Section A as amended shall read: “Permit a nonconform- 

ing temporary use for an initial period of not more than two 

years.” 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 

To omit Article TX, Section C and insert in lieu of it the fol- 

lowing Section C of Article IX: 

Permit in the Residential-Agricultural District an extension 
or enlargement of nonconforming commercial or industrial 
uses existing prior to March 13, 1962 which, at a public hear- 
ing, proves it can meet the following requirements: 
1. It shall not be detrimental to neighboring properties by 
reason of the production or omission of odor, smoke, dust, 
refuse matter, fumes, noise vibration, or similar conditions. 
2. It conforms to the requirements of Article IVA, Sections 
Hoa, and J. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance adopted at the special Town Meeting 
held June 10, 1959 as follows: 


By adding after Article XIV, Section H, the following new 
Sections I, J, K, and L to read as follows: 


I. Lot. A lot is any undivided parcel of land in legal separate 
ownership or any part thereof designated by its Owner or 
Owners as a separate lot. 


J. Side Yard. An unoccupied space extending for the full 
length of a building between the building and the side lot line. 


K. Back Yard. A space, unoccupied, extending for the full 
width of the lot between the extreme rear line of a building 
and the rear lot line. 


L. Accessory Building. A building subordinate to the main 
building and customarily incidental to the main purpose of 
such building. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of 
ninety-three hundred dollars ($9,300.00) for the construction of 
Class V roads, said sum to be raised by the sale of the Town’s 
notes or bonds, and to delegate to the Selectmen all matters of 
form, rates of interest, dates of payment and the sale of said 
notes or bonds, and to appoint any committees or pass any other 
votes necessary in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of 
$16,000.00 to purchase a new fire truck, said sum to be raised by 
the sale of the Town notes or bonds, the same to be paid over a 
period of not more than 6 years; matters of form, rates of inter- 
est, dates of issue and date of payment to be left to the discretion 
of the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 for the purpose of defraying the pre- 
liminary expenses of the celebration of the 250th anniversary of 
the town in 1966, and to authorize the Selectmen to pay over this 
sum to a voluntary corporation to be formed under the laws of 
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the State of New Hampshire to be entitled “Town of Stratham 
250th Anniversary Committee’ of which the Selectmen or a 
majority of them shall be members, and to authorize the use of 
the name of the Town of Stratham in this corporate name. 


ARTIVLE 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to allow 1% dis- 
count, on such property taxes as are paid by August 15, or within 
30 days from the day upon which the Tax Warrant is committed 
to the collector, which ever is later, the date to be printed on the 
Tax Bill. 


ARTICLE 16. A petition by Edward Rogalski and 17 others to 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000.00 (two thousand) for the purpose to revaluate and re- 
assess all taxable property in the Town of Stratham, N. H. The 
money to be used to buy all necessary cards, books and filing sys- 
tems to make and keep permanent records of all taxable proper- 
ties, their value and the name of their owners, and to compensate 
all persons employed in field work to list all properties and to 


the Selectmen for extra work to assess the full value and enter 
all data in the proper books and forms. 


ARTICLE 17. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


The polls will be open from 10:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. at the lower 
Town Hall to elect Town Officers, and to act upon Articles 3 
through 10. The discussion and action on the other articles in 
the Warrant at, 8 p.m. in the upper Town Hall.

Due to recent, legislation, libraries all over the United St 
have been forced to meet new and increasingly higher standaru., 
and we in Stratham are therefore doing all we can to improve 
our own library. 

This past year water was brought into the building, a toilet 
was installed, also a sink with formica counter; sliding doors 
were built into the check-out desk, and the entire floor refinished. 

QZ An inside Bulletin Board has been set up, and signs have been 
made and installed identifying the various sections. A four-door 
co legal size file, with locks, has been purchased and put to use to 
ee hold valuable historical material. Paint has been purchased, and 
aaal will presently be put on the walls. We have already started on 
the cleaning of the basement. 
uml We are still working on the re-filing and re-cataloguing, and 
have it about 80% completed. When this task is finished, anyone 
should be able to quickly locate any book or any subject matter 
wanted. 

Our circulation during the year was 2,050 books of fiction, 
770 of non-fiction, and 2,116 juveniles — a total of 4,936 books. 

New books added during the year include 104 fiction and 82 
non-fiction, and we received 21 gift books. 

The Bookmobile visited us five times during the year. From 
it we borrowed 1,456 books. Each time the Bookmobile comes, 
we endeavor to select books that our readers want, and sugges- 
tions from the reading public are welcomed. Any specific book 
can be secured at any time by petition to the librarian. a little

Increased use of the library has been encouraged during the 
year. Friends of the Library meetings have been held here, as 
well as the regular meetings of the 250th Anniversary Committee. 
It has also been the site of much of the copying of valuable his- 
torical notes on Stratham history.

An outdoor 
exhibit, of camping equipment is about to be displayed on the 
library grounds by the Boy Scouts. 

The Friends of the Library have been active, having given us 
a clock, and helped with many otherwise tedious jobs. At present 
they are working on our new drapes. 

Gifts include the following: from Mr. Ridgeley Marsh, an ex- 
cellent framed picture of Mrs. Annie Scammon, whose family 
gave the library, and who served on the Board from the time of 
its building until her death 52 years later; from Mrs. Burke, a 
reading table and a brass bowl; from the P.T.A., a book-drop; 
from Mr. Gerald Batchelder, the plastic outdoor sign above the 
book-drop; from Mr. Nelson Barker, labor on the refinishing of 
the children’s table; from the Boy Scouts and the Ladies Aux- 
iliary, magazine subscriptions; and from Mr. Richard Gallant, 
material for window drapes.

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SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT 


We expect to have only 200 pupils in Grades 1 through 7 
next year. This is 20 pupils less than we planned for this year. 


Several large families have moved away from Stratham and have 
not as yet been replaced by new families with young children for 


public school. As a result, we plan to employ one less teacher 
next year and to have only one split class for the youngest child- 
ren. This reduction in the teaching staff is somewhat of a gamble 
because our enrollment may jump up as fast as it has jumped 
down. This could produce overloading in some classrooms. The 
school board and the teachers are willing to accept this possibility 
and, in voting the proposed budget, the district must also be will- 
ing to accept the possibility of crowded classrooms next year. 


We expect to have a budget surplus of about $12,000 for 
this year. Tuition payments to Exeter will be about $10,000 less 
than expected because of reduced enrollment and we have re- 


ceived about $2,000 extra from the Sweepstakes. The voters of 
the District can decide how they want to use this surplus. It 


can be used in any one of the following ways or in a combina- 
tion of these ways: 


1. Use it wholly or in part to reduce next year’s taxes. 


2. Use part of it to prepay some of our debt, which after 
this year’s payments will still total $80,000. A warrant article 
suggests the prepayment of two serial notes each of which have 
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a face value of $5,000.00. We pay 70 per cent of face value and 
the State pays 30 per cent of same. This would save the District 
$325 per year in interest and it would reduce the principal pay- 
ment demands for 1968 and 1969 by $3,500 each year, these two 
years being the two highest years according to present schedules. 


3. Use part of it to establish a public kindergarten in the 
District for next year. The warrant contains 2 articles pertain- 
ing to this. If the District approves of Article 5 for a study 
committee, action on Article 6 can be postponed until the com- 
mittee makes its report to an adjourned meeting in June of 
this year. 


Exeter and the townsWwho send tuition pupils to Exeter 
should consider the possibility of forming an Area School Dis- 
trict according to a State Law passed in 1963 which will probably 
be amended and improved in this year’s General Court. An Area 
School District is quite different from a Cooperative School Dis- 
trict. Under the Area plan we would still pay tuition to Exeter, 
Exeter would receive a much higher percentage of State build- 
ing aid, and if the law were to be correctly amended and fully 
supported by State funds our tuition costs would decrease. The 
planning committee from Stratham would meet with similar 
committeesfrom the other towns. 
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One addition and one replacement, were necessary in the 
teaching staff this year. Mrs. Katherine Peabody replaced Mrs. 
Gladys Clements who retired after several years of faithful ser- 
vice. Miss Nancy Bartlett was employed as the additional teacher.

Stratham has also received $7,648.17 as its share of the Sweep- 
stakes for this year.

The Supervisory Union Committee which was formed to 
study various arithmetic programs and to select one that could 
be used in all of the school districts in the Union has com- 
pleted its work. The mathematics series which was selected has 
been widely adopted and successfully used in thousands of class- 
rooms. It, reflects much of the thinking and findings of leading 
educators and mathematicians over the past decade. It incorpor- 
ates proven teaching techniques with the latest findings in learn- 
ing theory, blending the best of the old with the exciting creative 
ideas of the new. 


All of the first three grades are working with this program 
now, and it will be expanded to the intermediate grades in the 
near future. A workshop under the direction of Mr. Frederick 
King, Teacher Consultant, will be held soon in which teachers 
will have a chance to discuss any phases of the new program 
that need further explanation. 
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Public elementary schools will soon get a chance to look 
at themselves through a new State Department of Education 
publication, “GUIDELINES FOR PUBLIC ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS.” 


The three additional classrooms are very attractive and func- 
tional. Much credit should be given to the contractor and the 
building committee for completing this addition for use at the 
beginning of the new school year with practically no interference 
with the operation of the school. 

The Hot Lunch program continues to be a quality program 
under the capable direction of Mrs. Naomi Bearisto and Mrs. 
Eleanor Senechal. 

The contributions of the Parent-Teacher Association to the 
library and for playground equipment are greatly appreciated. 

Again I wish to express my appreciation for the continued 
support of the citizens, the members of the School Board and 
the teachers.
